With respect to claim 1 , the allowability resides in the overall structure of the 
device as recited in independent claim 1 and at least in part because claim 1 recites, "a 
base station, wherein an external container is divided into a first flat-type external 
container that holds a power supply" 

The aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of 
claim 1 are believed to render said claim 1 and all claims dependent therefrom (Claims 
2, 4-8, and 10) patentable over the art of record.
